Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Upon further 
reconsideration the Examiner finds that the instantly claimed process for the 
preparation of monochloroacetic acid by reactive distillation is neither disclosed nor 
fairly suggested by the closest art of record: Youggang et al (Lu-Jian Gongye, 2001 , 
2, pages 23-26). As Applicants have pointed out (Remarks, page 7, first full 
paragraph), Youggang does not actually teach a distillation process. This point is 
underscored by the fact that Youggang teaches (Page 24, column 1 , lines 23-29) the 
recovery of all condensable reaction mixture constituents from the bottom reaction 
flask. The instantly claimed process for the preparation of monochloroacetic acid is 
therefore patentable over Youggang, the closest prior art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
